The law of competition le a law of 
mature, whose workings may be odb- 
served In the vegetable and animal 
kingdoms, as well as In human soclety, 

Two hundred acorns, lying on the 
ground, begin to sprout at the same 
time, and seem to have equal chances 
to develop into oaks; but some are en- 
dowed with more vitality than others. 
They begin the struggle for growth by 
competing for the same sunshine and 
moisture; for, to compete is to strive 
for the same thing sought by another 
at the same time. 

Petore very long a alight difference 
in color, size and vigor will appear 
The stronger are beginning to get tho 
advantage of the weaker. 

in the course of ten yoars the sue 
conefal competitor will have #0 overt 
shadowed the weaker ones that they 
are ready to give up the struggle for 
existence; whereas the few more for- 
tunate ones that have made the great- 
est growth are becoming thriftier 
every day; because by the working of 
thie stern law of nature, these sur- 
countal ones have a much better chance 
that their competitors for the 
means of life have given them a clear

For the instinct of self-preservation,

The law of competition, by throwing 
every man on hie own resources in the 
struggle for existence, has developed 
self-reliance, foresight, inventiveness 
and individuality. On the other hand, 
those who lacked the necessary men 
tal and moral equipment to enable 
them to wage a succenaful warfare, de 
terlorated and were at last weeded out 
by the law of the survival of the fit- 
teat. 

Sinco the appliention of steam na a 
motive power, and the Invention of 
labor laboresaving machinery, the 
strong have had ready at hand the fa 
cilities for producing wealth aa never 
before, And, although oura le but a 
new country, yet there exista already 
„ contrast between congested wealth 
and poverty, absolute and relative, 
which is causing statesmen, moraliete 
and ministers great anxiety as to the 
end toward which we may be drifting 

I am to define the ethical attitude 
of Jesus toward this law, by whose no- 
tion the strong are daily growing 
stronger, and the weakest, unless help- 
od, are becoming weaker, The ethical 
temper of Jesus seems at fret to be en- 
tirely contradictory to the life of na- 
ture and the life we, ae men, are com- 
pellad to live, na members of soclety, 
The God of nature seems hareh and 
wnsympathetic, whereas the God wha 
expreneed himaelf through the person: 
wiity and teaching of Jeans, is a being 
of tender love toward all men, and or- 
peclally toward the unsnecesmful and 
the weak.

Jesus Christ, the mightiest ethical 
force making for uneelfahness which 
the world has ever seen, condemna the 
Inhuman greed which moves a met of 
men to enrich themeclves by levying a 
tax on thelr fellow-oltizena, thua tak 
ing from them that for whieh they fall 
to make adequate returna in service 
or commodities, 

Whatever may be said about the law 
of competition in the past, we have 
evidently come to a stage of develop 
ment when ite severity needa to be 
checked by laying special emphasia on 
co-operation and altrulam, The strug- 
gie for the life of self must be fully 
counterbalanced by a strenuous strug 
aie for the life of others, The law of 
competition under whieh our immensa 
material resources have been develop. 
ed, bas produced the following results 
A dangerous inequality between the 
very rich on the one hand and the very 
poor on the other, 

It ia not true, however, aa le some. 
times asserted, that the wage earners 
of thie land are actually growling poor 
or every year. In my efforts to get at 
the exact facta of the cane, lwrote to 
the Hon. Carrol) D. Wright, United 
States commissioner of labor at Wash 
ington, D. C, than whom there te no 
higher authority in the land, Follow 
ing ia his reply in part: 

“The general progress of wages ta

eee Annual earnings of the employes 
in our Industrial porwuite, and are cor 


satis sinte census of 1806, Ane raswita 
sre shown by the investigations of for 
ign conditions; there has been a eon- 
stant ne rene of wages sinos the con- 
tury opened, The great reports on 
wages now being published by the 
Pritish department of Labor and the 
bureau of labor in continental coun. 
tries all show the same general tan- 
doney, apd that wages in the United 


statea aro higher than in any other 
country.“

getting thelr full share of the profile 
which thelr labor haa helped to pro» 
duce, While they are in a better oon- 
dition than they were fifty yeara ago, 
eo far as Wages and organisation are 
concerned, they are relatively poorer, 
that te, while they have moved forward 
thelr rate of motion haa been slower 
than that of the employing class, Col- 
onel Jamès Kilbourne te one of the 
largest and most generous employers 
of labor in Columbus, ©. A few years 
ago, in reply to the question, “Are the 
wage earners, na A class, getting their 
full share of the profita produced Joint- 
ly by labor and capital?“ he answered 
na followa: “Ag a class they are not. 
While it in true that the standard of 
living among working people has 
greatly improved during the present 
contury, it la, considering the vast 
Increase in wealth, and change in gen 
eral conditions during that time, «till 
far from belong what it ahould be.” This 
tant alone explaing the constant 
growth of the army of the discontent.

All our ills of whatever character 
are reactions from misapplied law. 
Philosophically we might name them 
reactions instead of illa. Through the 
reactiona of sickness often comes 
growth that health would not bring; 
the same with adversity; they become 
seasons of contemplation, The causes 
have been lald, sometime, somewhere 
and in due season the reactions follow, 
One with energy conducts a business 
more or less extensive, with selfish- 
ness as the prompting or pushing im- 
pulse, The utility of his efforta ts 
apparent first, while selfishness has 
established certain reactions in order 
that such quality (selfishness) may be 
eliminated, and it seems to be most 
plausible that as selfishness is a qual- 
ity of the material part of man and 
when suffering-—-reactiona—-have oc- 
curred, the apiritual quality of justice 
comes into the ascendency,

mortals make it by their thoughts, acts 
and desires here.—Banner of Light.
